The epitaph on his grave reads 
thus: "He loved birds and green 
places, and the wind on tfte heath, 
and saw the brightness of th e skirts 
of Ood." No m atter from w hat angle 
you study this unusual w riter, he 
m ust be reckoned as a genius. His 
fame—so late in arriving—Is now 
worldwide. His appeal, however, will 
probably always rem ain for those of 
selective tastes in literature, 
and 
to those who are most interested in 
nature. 
Oh. those wild, beautiful cries of 
the golden plover," he once w rot€. 
And, again, he said: “I could ex*- 
claif with Halifaz, with but one word 
changed: 'If after a thousand years 
th at sound should float o'er my 
tomb, my bones uprising in their 
gladness would dance in the sepul­ 
chre!’ ” T h at’s how inseparable n a ­ 
ture and he were. The quotation is 
taken from his book "F ar Away and 
Long Ago,” one of the most beauti­ 
ful and moving of all writings about 
a m an s youth. He stated th a t "it 
was natural to cling to life and feel 
im mortal." 
Hudson 
loved 
life, .every bird, 
every flower, every movement In 
nature, every sound and every waft 
of the wind. He was truly one with 
nature. His essay in his book “A 
Traveler In Little Things" on "The 
R eturn of the ChifT-chaff’ is one of 
the undying gems in all literature. 
He hum anized the birds th a t he 
wrote about—and he wrote about 
them all. They and he were akin, 
and akin to all m ankind—if m an­ 
kind but knew. He m ade birds in ti­ 
m ate to the world because he loved 
them. 
Hudson was born in the Argentine 
and loved to ride over the pampas. 
The breadth and solitude of it stir­ 
red him and his im agination, and it 
inspired several of his earlier books. 
His parentage was American, but 
most of his life was spent in Eng­ 
land, where he wrote and died. A 
Hyde Park Bird Santuary was cre­ 
ated as memorial to him.
